The i btcago atrike. 

Cmoaoo, Deo. 11— The atrika of the 
•witcuuiou has brought boaiuese. in the 
freight yards of the Chicago. Burlington & 
AJuincy railroad to a stand*. ill, but so far 
shore la no disorder, and if the atrikers are 
to be balieved there will be no violence, 
forty of the day hands have left their work, 
and now thirty-two of the night men have 
jeined their brethren, which ni.ive entirely 
saspeu led a witching operation* in the yards. 

At 9 o'clock there were 800 loaded cars on 
the tracks not able to be moved, and more 
were expected to arrive. The strikers re- 
ftsstsi to let a wheel be turned and to autoroe 
abedience to their wiaoes, uncoupled a great 
■umy cars At 10 o'clock the company 
gave np all attempts to move traius, and 
sailed on the W.-et Twelfth street polios to 
protect tamr property. Twenty patrol men 
were stationed about Canal and bixteeuth 
stmuts, and will he kept there until a settle- 
uk. hi is made. The cause of the strike was 
fur being kopt on duty tbs whole uight, 
while only receiving pay for actual worn at

Gray says the deed waa done 
in se.f defense. A peculiar feature about 
the hcmicide is the fact that Courvler, for 
Sfteen y. an pi .or to the death of James 
Gray, father oi the slayer, wss bis insepara- 
ble companion, and on the death of the 
father a numb r of years e«o, the crippled 
eon took Oil place in the warm affeotious of 
Courvier, who Was universally i*U dined.
